Gemini 8 Off To

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 
(AP> •— American paratroopers 
battled 600 guerrillas tor four 
hours today on the ninth day of 
Operation Silver City, a drive 
by thousands of U.S. and Aus­ 
tralian soldiers in|o the; Commu­ 
nist-held D Zone north of Sai­ 
gon. 


Two battalions cf Viet Cong 
struck a battalion of the 173rd 
Airborne Brigade from all di­ 
rections this morning in the first 
significant Red reaction to the 
Allied sweep. The Americans 
called tor air and artillery sup* 
port and after the fighting ta­ 
pered off reported 142 Viet Cong 
killed and 3 captured, including 
an officer. 


U.S. losses were described as 
light. 


In the central highlands, the 
U.S. 25th Infantry Division re­ 
ported a hard fight with a rein­

around Darlac, 190 miles north­ 
east of Saigon.

The 109- 
foot-tall projectile vaulted up­ 
ward on a blazing tail of hot 
gases and drilled Gemini 8 into 
orbit more than 100 miles above 
the earth.

Gemini 8 was aimed at an or­ 
bit ranging from 100 to 168 sta­ 
tute miles out and mission con­ 
trol reported it was almost pre­ 
cisely on that path — ranging 
from 98 to 178 miles. Officials 
reported this was “very accept­ 
able.” 


Fourth Orbit Link 


Armstrong and Scott were to 
execute a number of orbital 
shifting maneuvers which would 
enable them to catch the Agena 
during the fourth orbit.

—Establishment of greater

Police Quell 
Mob After Six 
Hours Turmoil 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Six 
hundred Negroes rampaged for 
six hours late Tuesday, leaving 
at least two dead and 26 injured 
in a South Los Angeles area still 
showing scars of last August’s 
bloody riot. 


A massive force of several 
hundred police swiftly sealed off 
a 36- square-block section in the 
predominantly Negro Watts dis­ 
trict, then moved in to clear the 
streets of mobs firing guns, 
hurling bottles, looting stores 
and upsetting cars. 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown flew 
to Los Angeles, decided against 
calling out the alerted National 
Guard and announced: "Every­ 
thing is well under control for 
the time being." 


At the height of the outbreak 
a white truck driver, Lawrence 
Gomez, 30, father of five, was 
shot to death as he pounded on 
doors seeking refuge from a 
Negro mob. 


A 17-year-old boy whose name 
was withheld by police was 
booked on suspicion of murder 
in Gomez* death. Shortly after 
Gomez was shot, Joe Lee Craw­ 
ford, 33, a Negro, died as he 
walked out of a store Into a 
sniper's gunfire, police said. No 
shots were fired by police during 
the outbreak, Sgt. Dan Cooke, 
police public relations officer 
said. 


Arrest 27 


Police said 27 persons were 
arrested. 


Like last August, when the 
six-day toll was 34 dead and $40 
million in damage from looting 
and fire, the violence was trig­ 
gered by a minor incident. 


Police said a Negro man 
threw a rock at a car driven by 
a white man. The white man. 
slightly injured, stopped and 
called police. 


It was about 3:20 p.m. and 
nearby Jordan High School was 
just letting out for the day. Ne­ 
gro students gathered around 
the group and began accusing 
the officers of brutality in ar­ 
resting the rock hurler. 


Bricks and bottles flew from 
the growing mob. Police said 
Negroes 
started 
overturning 
automobiles and setting them 
afire. 


Violence spread like wildfire 
through the streets of Watts. 


The 
first 
victim, 
Gomez, 
stepped from his truck to make 
a delivery of bottled water and 
was surrounded by a dozen 
young Negroes. 


Shot Twice 
"Let’s get the water man," 
one shouted. 


Two shots were fired, hitting 
Gomez in the head and chest. 
He pounded on four doorways in 
vain, then fell to the sidewalk 
and died. 


As looting, shooting and stab­ 
bing spread, police mobilized 
half the patrol cars in all seven 
metropolitan 
divisions 
and 
rushed them to the Watts area, 
15 miles south of downtown Los 
Angeles. 


Officers said that at one time 
more than 600 Negroes were 
rioting in the streets, lined with 
gutted buildings never restored 
after the August outbreak. 


Police 
set 
up 
barricades 
around the area centering on 
103rd Street and Wilmington 
Avenue, then moved in with 
shotguns ready. 


By 7 p.m. they had cleared 
the streets. 


Guard Alerted 


Two hours later Gov. Brown 
flew in to confer with Mayor 
Samuel W. Yorty and then an­ 
nounced the riot was under con­ 
trol. 


Brown later told newsmen he 
had alerted National Guard offi­ 
cials three days ago after hear­ 
ing there was “a lot of unrest in 
the area." 


He said he received a tip from 
Assemblyman F. Douglas Fer­ 
rell, D-Los Angeles, and told 
Guard officials to confer with 
police about possible activation 
of the Guard. 


Lt. Frank Beeson said police 
had learned some valuable les­ 
sons last August which were 
applied successfully Tuesday. 


“Last time we used motorcy­ 
cle officers, who proved very 
vulnerable. This time we are 
sending everybody 
down 
in 
cars," he said.

The Delta-Schoolcraft Inter­ 
mediate Board of Education at 
a recent meeting passed a reso­ 
lution to put the question of one 
mill for special education on the 
ballot at the annual school elec­ 
tions to be held in Delta School­ 
craft counties in June. 


The term “Special Education” 
is applied to all educational pro- 
ffi-ams that have been devised 
to help handicapped children to 
develop their full potential. 


The handicapped includes chil­ 
dren with poor vision, blindness, 
poor hearing, deafness, limited 
mental ability — both educable 
and trainable, defective speech, 
crippling conditions — and oth­ 
er types of physical disabilities, 
and those with emotional and 
social 
maladjustments. 
The 
homebound or hospitalized are 
included, according 
to 
Hagle 
Quarnstrom, Intermediate Dis­ 
trict superintendent. 


State Support 
It is the philosor^y of the State 
Department of Education that 
the public schools of Michigan 
should strive to educate every 
child to his full potential, in­ 
cluding tiie handicapped. Speci­ 
al education may make it pos­ 
sible for a child to become a 
self supporting instead of a drain 
on society for support. 


Michigan’s special education 
program has been in progress for 
some time. Better 
than 
two- 
thirds of Michigan's 83 
coun­ 
ties now have a compltte or par­ 
tial program in education for the 
handicapped.

began a program two years ago.

In the Delta-Schoolcraft 
Intermediate 
district only the 
Escanaba Area Schools have a 
partial program. This program 
has state support for approxi­ 
mately 75 per cent of cost. If 
this millage proposal is passed 
the other 25 per cent cost would 
come from this source, Quarn­ 
strom said. 


“The goals for educating the 
handicapped are the same as 
those for the so called normal 
children—but methods of reach­ 
ing them are necessarily differ­ 
ent. The handicapped child is 
taught individually in the man­ 
ner best suited to him. Tlius spe­ 
cial education programs call for 
specially trained teachers and 
special equipment.” 


Prof ram Needed 


“Some of these programs can 
be carried out in the schools 
which the children attend. Oth­ 
ers will need special facilities 
or rooms, a staff for speech cor­ 
rection. a ‘visiting teacher’ pro­ 
gram and school diagnostician 
are needed for a complete pio- 
gram.” Quarnstrom continued. 


“Obviously a complete pro­ 
gram cannot be 
attained 
at 
once. It took Oakland county 10 
years to achieve such a pro­ 
gram. A major reason for this 
is the scarcity of trained per­ 
sonnel for these special educa­ 
tion programs,” he said. 


“That there is a need for such 
a program in the Delta-School- 
craft area few will deny. Ac­ 
cording to a 1965 survey made 
by the schools in the Intermedi­ 
ate District there are 718 chil- 
dien in need of such help.” 


“The voters will be asked for 
a maximum of one mill. Only 
what is needed for current bud­ 
get will be levied in any one 
year. The amount will be de­ 
termined by the availability of 
teachers for the handicapped. 
We have lagged behind in this 
important field of education — 
we should make a beginning,” 
Quarnstrom concluded.

BARK RIVER — A lengthy 
discussion on the Michigan Re- 
orsranization law and its effect

Under a plan propo.sed by the 
Dolta-Schoolcraft Intermediate 
School District, the Bark River- 
Harris 
and 
Escanaba 
Ai*et 
School Districts will vote on t 
consolidation plan. 


The Board plaM to meet with 
representatives of the Escanaba 
School District to discuss the 
implication of the vote, and how 
it will affect the educational 
prograins of both areas. School 
authorities stated that iniorma- 
tion is being gatheied and com­ 
piled, so that the voters will 
have a clear picture as to what 
reorganization will mean to the 
constituents and the children of 
each district involved. 


Also being studied is a High 
School building program a n d 
its cost, which would be neces­ 
sary for Bark River-Harris. if 
the districts do not reorganize, 
and an alternative third plan 
which will examine any possi* 
ble reorganization action in the 
North Metnominee County aaea. 


In other action, contract ad­ 
justments for teachers were 
signed, the sale of the 1950 
school truck to John Grzyb was 
approved, and a Bronco Boost- 
project to improve gymnas­ 
ium facilities discussed. 


A 
Guidance 
Improvement 
Project, financed under Title I 
of the Federal Elementary-Sec­ 
ondary Act was described by 
Supt. Richard I. Hendra. The 
plan, approved by the State De­ 
partment of Education, calls for 
^ e purchase of equipment, ref- 
ei'ence materials, and testing in­ 
struments to improve the qual­ 
ity of the existing program. It 
also allows for the hiri.ns ef a 
typist-clerk, on a half day basis, 
to help the guidance counselor’s 
office.

Club at the House of Luding- 
ton Tuesday noon. 


Dr. Berry was introduced by 
Dr. N, J. Theisen, St, Francis 
Hospital radiologist 
and pro­ 
gram chairman of the Rotary 
Club. The meeiting 
was 
con­ 
ducted by Don Yost, club presi­ 
dent. 


The pathologist said that he 
chose to discuss autopsies ratti­ 
er than some oUier aspect of 
his scientific activity for several 
reasons. 


The hospital is approaching 
the time when it will have an 
autopsy room, which will per­ 
mit the autopsy service to be 
thoroughly reorganized, he said. 


“Secondly, 
the 
autopsy 
is 
probably the most 
misunder­ 
stood aspect of pathology,” he 
continued, and then comment­ 
ed on the value of the findings 
for the improvement of medical 
care. 


Dr. Berry described the pro­ 
cedures in 
autopsy 
and 
the 
complexity of the undertaking. 
‘•The question of why the pati­ 
ent d i ^ is the first, and gener- 
aly the simplest, answer that 
the autopsy provides. This an- 
sv.-er is often of far more im­ 
portance to the relatives, insur­ 
ance companies, and the state, 
than it is 
to 
medicine,” 
Dr. 
Berry believes. 


The autoi>sy 
is 
important, 
rather, for the answers that it 
gives to the 
many 
questions 
asked by the physicians in con­ 
nection with the problems oi 
the individual as a patient. 


“Often the autopsy may be 
the only way in which he (the 
physician) can find 
out 
w-hy 
one patient died—of the same 
disei^e—when 
others did not 
die,” he added.

Rampart Project Vetoed 


Poor Show 


Tlie Irish patriots who blew up Admiral Nelson’s 
statue in Dublin displayed about as much sense as those 
nuts who planned to d>Tianiite the Statue of Liberty a 
while back. 


While anything English or British may be an un­ 
welcome reminder to the Iiish of centuiies of oppres­ 
sion and exploitation, the monument to one of the great­ 
est naval heroes of all time will hardly seem an appro­ 
priate symbol to wreak vengeance on in the eyes of the 
rest of the world. 


It was Horatio Nelson, as every schoolboy should 
know, who destroyed the French fleet at Trafalgar in 
180.5. Thougii it may be an exaggeration to say that this 
battle saved England, and Westei*n democracy, from 
conquest bv NaiXileon, it certainlv insured the ultimate 
defeat o^ the fir«t dictator of modern times. 


No less significant. Nelson’s victory established the 
supremacy of the Biitish navy, a supremacy which un- 
deminner^ the P-^x Rritannica of the 19th cenhn y and 
was the factor tliat made America’s Monroe Doctrine 
something more than a piece of paper. 


Tlie cruel and tragic story of Ireland’s struggle 
with England is not as well-known as it should be to 
people who are not of Irish descent. Neither is the story 
of that country’s progress since the southern counties 
won their independence.

research 
teaJTj which studied the propos­ 
ed 30-year dam project from 
many viewpoints and recom­ 
mended that it should not be 
built.

Dr. Stephen H. SpuiT. dean of

The propoiied Aam. whose $2 
billion price tag does not con­ 
sider escalation of costs over 
the 30-year construction period, 
would create a reservoir larger 
tl)an Lake Erie, he explained. 


It would provide five million 
kilowatts of electrical power 
for economic development, but 
would ait the same time be “a 
catastrophe” for wildlife re­ 
sources in the area, it w'as 
charged. 


The Rampart Dam report in­ 
cludes findings by A. Starker 
Ixiopold, well-known wildlife 
authority from the University 
of California, that the d&m 
would block a major salmon 
run, would obliterate 
10,000 
square miles of moose habitat, 
and eliminate at least 1.5 mil­ 
lion ducks a year through the 
resulting flooding above the 
dam.

The use of h'eezing tempera­ 
tures in surgery was adapted 
several years ago by Dr. Irving 
Cooper of New York 
for 
the 
treatment 
of 
shaking 
palsy. 
Since then cryosurgery, as it is 
called, has found many uses. 
Dr. Cooper developed a hollow 
needle thi'ough which liquid ni­ 
trogen could be circulated at a 
temperature of minus 321 de­ 
grees B'ahrenheit. Only the tip 
of the needle was exposed, but 
a very small area oi the brain 
could be destroyed by the freez­ 
ing action without damaging the 
adjacent tissues. 


This technique ha.-^ been ex­ 
tended to the removal of rectal 
polyps and other benign tum­ 
ors, cataracts and even cancers. 
Another valuable use 
o! 
the 
needle is the partial or com­ 
plete destruction of an overac­ 
tive pituitary. 


This tiny gland, lying deep 
in the head near the brain, has 
always been hard for surgeons 
to reach. The problem is great­ 
ly simpilified with the use of 
the freezing needle. 


One important advantage of 
cryosurgery is that it can be 
used to remove the tonsils of 
persons 
who 
are 
congenital 
bleeders or who are victims of 
leukemia. The technique is prac­ 
tically bloodless and requires 
only about 10 minutes. 
Three 
weeks after the operation, the 
tonsils shrink almost to the van­ 
ishing point. 


Bleeding from the uterus has 
been controlled by using a larg­ 
er freezing tube. Enlarged pros­ 
tates have also been success­ 
fully treated 
by 
cryosurgery 
w'ith far less discomfort than 
witli methods form erly used and 
with less danger of infection. As 
the technique improves it is cer­ 
tain that many other uses for it 
will be found. 


Q — Mjr doctor prescribed 
digitalis because I have a weak 
heart. I recently read that pro­ 
longed use of this drug will af­ 
fect the vision or even cause 
hallucinations. Is this tine.’ 


A — Digitalis, like any other 
drug that must be taken for a 
long time, must be given in a 
maintenance dosage — the am­ 
ount that you require to meet 
your Individual needs. Yoiu- dcx- 
tor must make sure that, while 
you are taking this life-saving 
drug, you are getting sufficient 
potassium in your diet. 


The earliest sign of digitalis 
poisoning is nausea. If digitalis 
poisoning is allowed to progress 
there may be diarrhea and a 
tendency for everything to look 
yellow. Hallucinations are not 
common. Most doctors advise 
skipping the drug one day 
a 
week after the maintenance le\- 
el has been determined. 
This 
usually prevents poisoning.

Must License 
Garbage Dumps 


Operators of garbage 
and 
refuse disposal sites in the .state 
should apply for their annual 
license as soon as possible, ac­ 
cording to Fred B. Kellow, chief 
of the Environmental Health 
Planning Unit, Michigan De­ 
partment of Public Health. 


Kellow, in charge of the lic- 
eaisure program, said that ap­ 
plications are now available at 
all local health departmenfts 
and the state health depart­ 
ment. State law requires that 
each operator obtain an annual 
license or be guilty of a mis- 
dieameainor. 


The law, passed by the Mich­ 
igan legislature last year, states 
that each operator must pay an 
annual fee of .$25 for the lic­ 
ense, and provide a mlndmum 
performance bond of $2,500 or 
$500 per acre. The bond is filed 
with the state health director. 


Although govemmentally op­ 
erated dii^;>06al sites are not 
subject to the annual license 
fee, units of govenmient are 
required to post a performance 
bond on the same basis as pri­ 
vate sites, Kellow observed.

in connection with the state’s

where orchids once grew. 


Many wildflowers are on the 
protected-by-law list in Michi­ 
gan, the Dunathans explained. 
The law is designed to protect 
the plants from being picked 
or dug, but it cannot save them 
from 
destruction 
caused 
by 
drainage,

and other changes in habitat.

The 
course was unique In that it 
was the first such training pro­ 
gram associated with the six 
commimity action committees 
in the Upper Peninsula that 
had been conducted on a con­ 
tract basis with an institution 
of higher education.

side the family; sources of help 
and aid to families and how to 
use them.

cancel their insurance policies 
at this time because

dees not begin until July I.” he 
said. “If a policy is cancelled 
before that date, it means that

medical bills until Medicare be- 
ccmes effective. And this miglU 
be just the time that such pro­ 
tection 
is 
needed,” Williams 
said. 


“However, people should not

This is headquarters for the 
95th Regiment of the People’s 
Army of (North) Vietnam, and 
it’s in the South Vietnamese 
central lowlands only five miles 
from the sea. 


The people here for years 
have been loyal to the Com­ 
munist revolution. They have 
blasted the highway that runs 
into the area, and the open 
fields are littered with heli­ 
copter traps. 


Directs Air Strikes 
They have no desire to be 
visited by the allied forces. 


But Lt. Col. Douglas D. Ste­ 
wart, a 23-year Air Force vet­ 
eran who only months ago was 
teaching ROTC at Michigan 
State University, has a surprise 
for them today.

Stewart is a forward air con­ 
troller (FAC), responsible for 
doing aerial reconnaissance of 
e n e m y positions and directing 
air strikes by fighter-bombers.

Ho is also supervisor for 38 | 
Air Force FACs attached to! 
American and Korean ground | 
units in Central Vietnam. 
' 
The 130 Air Force FACs, who , 
have emerged as the “glamor | 
pilots” of this war, are all form­ 
er jet jockeys who have r e - ; 
ceived special training in re-1 
connaissance techniques. 


Despite their key role in the 
aerial war here, most FACs i 
pine for the speed and mobility | 
and effectiveness of a jet. But 
Stewart didn’t have time to re- ^ 
call his days as an F86 pilot in 
Korea as he selected the tar­ 
gets on the PAVN hill. 


He finally established radio 
contact with the Navy. 


“I'm sitting up over the fork 
of the river at 14,000,” the lead 
jet reported. ‘‘Will you w o rk ! 
your way down the river?” 
Stewart left the target area 
and moved toward the fork. ^

fork.” 


“No joy (negative contact),“ 
the jet answered. “Rock your 
wings once.”

The FAC led the jets to the 
hill, decribed the bunkers, and i 
then estimated the wind a n d !

“There

friendlies in this area.” Stewart t 
answered. “How many bombs 
will you drop on each pass?”

“Let’s do one pass, and I’ll 
be marking the target in 45 
seconds.” 


Stewart, whose wife and 14- 
year-old son live in Haslett, 
went into a circle to gain al­ 
titude, and then put his plane 
into a steep dive towards a 
trench line that runs over the 
hill’s peak. The white phos­ 
phorus rocket shot out from un­ 
der the left wing toward the 
trenchline. 


“I see your mark,” the lead 
jet radioed. ‘‘This is No. 1 roll­ 
ing in.” 


The jet came down in a sharp 
dive and a small black dot drop­ 
ped from under its wing and 
plummeted 
toward 
the 
hill. 
“No. 1 is off.” 


There was a flash next to 
the trench, and a large cloud 
of black smoke rose from the 
ground. A second later the noise 
and concussion reached Ste­ 
w art’s plane. 


“No I looks good,” the FAC 
radioed. 
‘‘Two, 
bring 
yours 
back about 30 meters.” 


After several strikes at the 
peak, Stewart directed the jets 
to one of the circular gun em­ 
placements. 


Gets Ground Fire 
“So you want us to hit that 
little 
doughnut 
thing 
down 
there,” the lead jet said 
“I 
have one bomb left and my 
playmates have two apiece. A 
beer to the first man who puts 
one in the hole.’’ 


After the jets exhausted their 
bombs, Stewart swept in low 
over the hill to evaluate the 
damage. 


“You’re getting some ground 
fire down to your left,” one of 
the jets radioed Stewart. “We 
can see the flicks.” 


The 42-year-old pilot looked 
im patiently over his left shoul­ 
der at the ground, and then con­ 
tinued his assessment. He fi­ 
nally pulled away from the tar­ 
get, discussed the damage with 
the jets, and headed south to­ 
ward Nhatrang. 


The coastline in this section 
of Vietnam is beautiful, with 
sandy coves, open stretches of 
beach 
strewn 
with 
black 
boulders 
and 
a 
magnificent 
lighthouse on one of the high­ 
est knolls. 


An American destroyer was 
in one cove, shelling a Viet 
Cong arms dump on the far 
side of the beach. 


But 
as 
his 
plane 
slowly 
churned 
home, 
Stewart 
was 
thinking about the joys of a 
good bomb run in a modern jet 
and the fact he probably could 
have done a better job than the 
young pilots he had just direct­ 
ed. 


One senses he would gladly 
shuck the reputation of being 
a FAC for the controls of an 
FI 00. 


“This is an important job,” 
he admitted, “but most of the 
FACs I know would rather be 
flying jets. About all you can 
say for this is that it’s better 
than not flying at all."
